We are coming in for a landing 
at Bangkok, Capital of Siam . . . the second most expensive 
city in the world!” 

With these words from the Captain of our Pan American 
Clipper, we excitedly peered down to see the patch work of 
rice fields looking like an irregular checkerboard below us. 
There were the klongs, fringed with palm trees, and the Chow 
Phya river, on which we could now easily make out the 
sampans moving slowly up and down. And there was Bang¬ 
kok itself, with the gilded roofs of its three hundred temples 
and its Royal Palace. Before we knew it, we had landed at 
the modem airport, nineteen kilometres out of Bangkok. 

We hastily gathered up the innumerable articles we had 
collected on our journey half way round the world from 
Regina, Saskatchewan to Bangkok, Siam, via Vancouver and 
Tokyo. As I stepped out of the plane, a blast of hot air 
slapped me in the face, making me wish I was back in the 
air-conditioned cabin of the magnificent Super Constellation 
that had brought us from Hong Kong. 

We were met by my father and a tall, bearded Sikh Indian 
dressed in a spotless white suit and turban. He was Amar 
Singh, the administrative secretary for UNESCO. With his 
laissez-passee passport, he got us quickly through customs 
with our twenty-three pieces of luggage (the amount explained 
by the fact that there were three of us, all females, my 
mother, my sister and myself.) After an interminable wait 
for the UNESCO car, it finally turned up. The Thai driver 
was scolded but he only smiled. We experienced for the first 
time the easy-going nature of the Siamese. "If not to-day, 
to-morrow will do". This is aptly expressed in the favorite 
answer of the Siamese . . . "Mai ben lai.” Never mind . . . 
that’s all right! 

However, the driver lost no time once he started and 
dodged his way around samlors, trucks, buses and even trolley 
cars. At our hotel, we all made a dash for the shower. At our 
first meal, we discovered that although the hotel may have 
had at one time an English chef, his successor had a very 
different idea of what western food was like. So for the 
next meal, we were advised to try the Oasis restaurant where 
Thai food would be served. Here we were served an exotic 
soup of shell fish with some pieces of green vegetables, then 
rice with side dishes of omelette, chicken, and small whole 
fishes, then a curry dish with some sauces called “Nampla 
and Nam pric ”. A large platter of fresh fruit was brought for 
dessert including bananas, oranges, pineapples and other 
strange Oriental fruits, such as mangoes, liches and durians, 
with which we were soon to become familiar. 

Back at our hotel, despite constant loud honkings of the 
traffic, and the humid warm air of our room, and several 
lizards which ran up and down on the walls snatching bugs, 
we were able to sleep. 

After two hectic weeks of sight-seeing at the famous 
temples, markets and the Royal Palace, we took the train for 
Chachoengsao, where my father was working. Our house was 
not ready, (as it was still being built), so we lived for a 
time in the UNESCO building. We went to see the house 


every day to watch the construction. Both men and women 
were working at it. The women mixed the cement. First one 
girl, with a bamboo pole slung over her shoulder on which 
two baskets were suspended, went over to the sand heap to 
get sand; another would go to the klong for water in her 
baskets (made water tight with pitch), while still another 
sifted the sand through a basket sieve onto the cement and 
mixed it all with a wooden paddle. The method as you see, 
is not modern. The house, promised to be finished in two 
weeks, was finished in two months, another experience of ours 
with the Siamese easy going nature. 

The main religion in Siam is Buddism, though there are 
a few Moslems and Christains. The Siamese are a very tolerant 
people, so when the missionaries first came, the King wel¬ 
comed them and built a church for them. When a Siamese 
is converted, the missionary may be slightly disturbed to find 
his convert still continues to practise his Buddist ways. You 
see, the Thai, wishing to be polite and show his gratitude 
will become a Christian, but sees no harm in still remaining 
a Buddist too. While in its highest ethical form, Buddism is 
very noble, in its everyday practises it is full of superstitions, 
and contains many Brahministic influences. 

On Buddist holy days, we saw the people jiggling sticks 
at the temple in the hope that one would jump out that held 
a good omen. Also, the people burn incense and candles and 
place gold leaf on the image of the Lord Buddha, and do other 
superstitious things. They also believe in ghosts or "pees” 
as they call the spirits. And in very primitive villages, they 
have witch doctors who are called on if someone is sick, and 
practice all sorts of queer dances and the like, to drive out 
the “pees" who may be inside the person. At one village 
where my father worked, the villagers wouldn’t let the agri¬ 
culture helpers cut down a huge rain tree that was in the 
way, because in the rain tree there lived a "pee” and the 
villagers were afraid the “pee" would cast evil spells on 
them if it were robbed of its home. 

The Buddist literature is mainly in Pali, derived from 
Indian sources. Most Thais do not know this language now, 
but the language is still used in the religion. Every young 
man offers himself to the priesthood for a length of ti'me 
varying from three months to life. During this time he has his 
head shaved and he wears a long yellow robe. The priests have 
no worldly contacts. In the morning, they go around begging 
for rice and other food which the people give them freely. 
The priests can only eat before twelve noon, and after that 
they must abstain from all food. Certainly not an easy life, 
and if you don’t think so, try not eating after twelve o’clock 
noon. 

Up to about grade four education is compulsory in Siam. 
In the government schools the boys and girls are mixed, but 
in private schools, of which there are a great many, the boys 
and girls are separated. In the government schools, (which 
are the better ones), the students wear uniforms. The boys 
wear khaki shorts and white shirts with the school badge on 
the pocket. The girls wear a dark blue skirt with a white 
blouse which has a sailor collar. All children must go to 
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"Pratom” one, two, three and four. This corresponds to our 
elementary. Then they can go to “Matyom’’ one to six if 
they want to but this is optional. Then those who are very 
ambitious may go on to Matyom seven or eight. In Bangkok, 
there is Chulalongkom University, named after King Chul- 
alongkorn, who freed the slaves in Thailand. He was the son 
of the famous King Mongkut, the King represented in the 
“King and I”. 

The Government in Siam was until recently (1932) an 
absolute monarchy, but now the government with a puppet 
king at its head is in the hands of the high officials of the 
army, navy or police force (the police force being an army 
wi'thin itself). The power sways back and forth from one 
clique to the other. A recent “coup d’etat" has forced the 
government out and set itself up instead. Doubtless those of 
you who were interested have read all about this in the 
papers. The present king is a very young man who succeeded 
his brother who either accidently shot himself, maybe com¬ 
mitted suicide, or someone helped him out of this world, which 
we shall never know. There is a lot of mystery about this 
and every once in a while someone is being tried for impli¬ 
cation in it. The present King would much have preferred 
to stay in his school in Switzerland, being very young and 
very shy. However, now he amuses himself with fast cars, 
taking pictures, and playing jazz instruments. He has a charm¬ 
ing wife and three children. The King’s title is “Lord of Life 
and Possesser of the Twenty-four Golden Umbrellas ”. Many 
people criticize the King for having only one wife. They say 
how can anyone expect him to have a large royal family 
with only one wife. So be it! 

The Siamese calendar is very different from ours. It is 
based on the Birth of the Lord Buddha. The day of his Birth, 
Enlightenment and Death, which are all on the same day, is 
called Wisaka. On this day, great religious ceremonies are 
held. Last year, was the 2500th year of the Birth, Enlighten¬ 
ment and Death of the Lord Buddha. The Siamese calendar 
is divided into twelve lunar months with each month being 
divided into two periods, corresponding to the waxing and 
waning of the moon. The first falls approximately between 
the fifteenth of our November and the fifteenth of our Decem¬ 
ber. The astrologers have worked out the calendar for hund¬ 
reds of years ahead. In order to make it come out right they 
have inserted an extra month every once in a while to make 
a thirteenth month. As the months were arranged in twelves, 
it seemed natural to arrange the years in twelves too. Each 
year in this cycle was given the name of an animal to mark 
it from the others. These are the animals in order, first the 
Rat, then the Ox, the Tiger, the Rabbit, the Dragon, the 
Snake, the Horse, the Goat, the Monkey, the Cock, the Dog, 
and lastly the Pig. 

According to Siamese tradition, in your lifetime, you must 
not do any harm to the animal under whose omen you were 
born. This would seem quite easy i'f it were the Horse, or 
the mythological Dragon, but what about that Snake! Or 
if you are hungry, the Cock or the Pig! You'd better arrange 
your dispensation at once. 

If you were to ask a Siamese peasant his age he would 
tell you he was born on the seventh day of the waning moon 
in the third month of the year of the Tiger. Then you would 
look up your comparative table and compute that he was 
either three, fifteen, twenty-seven, thirty-nine, or fifty-one. 
And taking everything into consideration you could hardly 
go wrong. 

I am sure you will be interested in the sports in Siam. 
The gentlest game is a non-competitive one called “Takraw", 
This game consists of keeping a ball (made of woven cane 
and about the size of a grapefruit) in the air. The players 
are allowed to use any part of the body except the hainds. In 
stark contrast to this gentle game is the bloody sport of 
Siamese Boxing. I say bloody because the only thing not 
permitted is biting. Before the bout starts each boxer pays 
homage to his trainer, which is followed by his performing a 
slow dance to the strains of the flute. In this dance the con¬ 
tender illustrates what he is going to do. This is calculated 
to strike fear into his opponent. When the bell rings, then 
it is a free for all. The boxing (if you can call it that, for 
the feet are used as much as the arms) is often accompanied 
by loud music from an orchestra. The loser is usually carried 
off more dead than alive! 

In Siam when death occurs, the body is cremated. But 
the ceremony is a time for festivity. The body may be kept 
for days, weeks, months, or even years before the ceremony 
takes place. During this time the body is kept at the home or 
in a temple. The body is, however, wrapped in a new white 
cloth, the wrists tied together, and Into the hands flowers and 
candles are placed so that the dead might see the Lord Buddha 



and worship him. The body is then put in a box and the 
priest will come to chant over it. Then it is removed to the 
temple and kept in a stupa or special place until the time 
chosen by the family for the ceremony. If the family is 
wealthy or important, they may bring fire from the Royal 
Palace fire to kindle the cremation fire. The cremation is a 
time for everyone to celebrate for is not the dead now with 
the Lord Buddha! Often, the whole town turns out. Some¬ 
times the ceremony takes as long as three days. The close 
relatives may claim some of the charred bones to put in an 
urn and keep. 

These things and many more I could tell you, for this land 
of the White Elephant is a fascinating one—this lovely land 
of green paddy fields, of gentle lotus flowers floating in the 
myriad klongs, this land of the white heron flying above the 
lazy water-buffalo soaking in the mud, this land of golden 
temples, this exotic land nestling at the feet of China. But we 
must say good-bye to Muang Thai, land of the Free, and 
back to Regi'na and Central and the daily grind! Sawadee!

However, when hard 
at work in the sugar-cane fields, the man 
graciously lets his spouse go through 
the thick grass ahead of him. You see, 
if there happens to be any snakes 
around, they will bite the woman and 
give the male of our species time to grab 
a stick for his own protection!

We sixty-two Canadians began school on Tuesday, September 17. We 
had met some of our teachers on the boat coming over, because most of them 
are Canadian, but we found to our surprise that some of our sciences and 
maths would be taught in French. On doit comprendre quand c’est neces- 
saire. The students are a fine enthusiastic group and will be good ambassa¬ 
dors for Canada. We have our classes in the University along with Swiss, 
French and German students. Classes begin at eight in the morning through 
to six, with two hours for lunch, which is the main meal here. The building 
is situated on the lake front. The most beautiful garden and lawn stretches 
to the lake, and we spend the breaks between classes there. 

The family I live with is very kind. Together there are 17 girls in the 
pension. Five of us are Canadians, but the French language is the rule of 
the roost. Our home is at the top of a steep hill, so we have a grand view of 
the lake and mountains on the other side of it. The city of 30,000 below us 
has a wealth of towers and cobble-stone streets, and is a very beautiful 
place. On my way to school, I pass the old chateau and church. I look up to 
them as I go down through the arcades and past the watering fountains which 
will flow wine next week for the wine harvest festival. Our Madame showed 
us the historical places in the city when we arrived. Mr. Wilde points out 
the window in history class and says, “Over there are the marshes that 
stalled the Barbarians '. History is thrilling! 

I bought a good second hand bike, and a friend and I have our Mmes. 
pack a lunch for us so we can go off to the country and follow the smaller 
roads. I think we do it mostly to get the lunches, which consist of crusty 
bread, with several sorts of cheeses and fruit. 

I cannot keep my books waiting any longer, so best wishes for another 
good year at Central.
